) BORER THAN CD 
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TRUCKER TROUT. 
Ignorance From an Unexpected 
source. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of 
last Monday is responsible for the 

following: 


Serious complaints come from 
Truckee relative to the wholesale 
slaughter of trout along the river, and 
fears are expressed that this delicious 
fish will be exterminated entirely un- 
less the perfidous practice is gos 
The fish during February and March 
used to ascend the river almost to Lake 


Tahoe, but now the obstructions are 
such that what with an almost total 
absence of fisi ladders the trout are 
unable to get very much farther ap 
than Reno. The first serious obstruc- 
tion in the river is at the smelting 
works dam at Reno, ‘This d:m is so 
constructed that the fish cannot get 
over it except at high water. Blow 
this dam the fish congregate in masses 
and all that is necessary to catch them 
is toshovelthem out. There are no 
officers of the law within fifty miles 
and fishing operations are conducted in 
a fearless aod outrageous mannor. 
There isa stream emptying into the 
river at this point, and by means of a 
dam in it the water can be made to 
flow into the Truckee river eitber 
above or below the dam in the latter 
stream. ‘The practice is at night to 
turn the water of the smaller stream so 
that it flows into the main river below 
the dam. During the night the fish 
ascend this creek ‘a distance of 100 
yards orsotoadam. In the morning 
this stream is turned into the Truckee 
river abeve the main dam, which 
leaves the creek dry aud full of strug- 
gling trout. 

The vanda's calling. themselv«s fish- 
ermen then proceed to pick up the 
fish in sacks by the bundreds end 
they are sent to market. These fish 
are ripe with spawn, and the uestruc- 
tion of this fine fish is simply terrible 
and their extermination is only a 
question of afew years, Oue fish out 
of athousand which leaves Pyramid 
lake probably reaches Camp 20. Here 
is an impassable barrier. A fish lad- 
der exists in name, but no fish can get 
overit. Atadder which will permit 
fish to get up it must be ona very easy 
grade and must be open to the light of 
day. Fish will not gointoadark hole, 
The lower end should be 'n the main 
channel of the siream. The law pro- 
tects them from November to April. 
Our mountain trout spawn principally 
in April, Mayand June, The fish in 
the different lakes and streams breed 
at different seasons, and the laws to be 
protective should be so framed that 
each variety of fish shall be protected 
during its spawting seasen, In this 
State it is possible for the Board of Sa- 
pervisors to regulate this matter, and 
we hope the subject will receive their 
ali blivoh,.

Casting the Squid. 


' Standing upright in his boat, the 
expert bass fisherman grasps his rod 
firmly below the reel, which muert be 
one that runs with the least possible 
friction, and holds 300 or 400 feet ol 
line, and whirls it with the squid and 
several yards of line free. When 
the whirling squid is brought to a 
certain velocity, which the feeling 
and instinct of the angler must 
judge to a nicety, he thrusts the rod 
forward quickly with a _ graceful 
movement that can only be under- 
stood on being seen. The whirling 
squid instantly responds to the move- 
ment. It shoots out with amazing 
velocity as straight as a bullet’s 
flight. The whizzing reel pays out 
the unresisting line, and if the cast 
has been made by an expert, 150 feet 
of line will have left the reel before 
the squid drops into the water just at 
the spot it was launched to reach. 
It will not be long before some mon- 
ster of a bass will show his apprecia- 
tion of the skill with which the cast 
was made, by swooping upon the 
attractive lure, and then will come a 
struggle that may last an hour, and 
perhaps two, before one or the other 
of the combatants conduers—the 
longer the struggle the more favora- 
ble its result to the angler.—{New 
York Times.

The new development in the 
Crown Point mine is assuming 
greater proportions than many are 
aware of.

There 
is another thing that is also cer- 
tain; that is, that the working of 
the pepe ore bodies will have a 
good effect upon this country from 
a business standpoint.

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THE ASYLUM INVESTIGATION | 


Tae Board of Commissioners De. 
cide to Meid the inquiry at the | 
Institution — Witnesses te be 
Sabpoeasned aud Sworn by the 
Governor—A Recess Taken Un-. 
till 3 O'clock this Afterneon. 

Quite a number were preseat at 
the Insane Asylum this morning to 
listen to the investigation of the 
charges preferred by Wm. Thomp- 
son against Dr. Bishop as Superin- 

tendent of the institution. W. W. 

Rishop, General R. M. Clarke, 

Trenmor Coffin and C. A. Jones 

are the counsel for the defense,and 

and R. H, Lindsay and Judge T. D. 


Edwards for the complainant. At 
about a quarter to 11 o’cleck Gov- 
eruer Stevenson aunouveed that the 
Board was ready to proceed with 
the investigation aud hear evidence 
bearing on the charges. 

Attorney Lindsay said 
in justice to all concerned he 
deemed it proper that the 
investigation be iu the court room 
of the Courthouse, and stated that 
permission to occupy it for the i .- 
vestigation had been granted by 
the Board of County Commis- 
siovers. He regarded the Asylum, 
for a combination of reasons, as an 
improper place for the inquiry. It 
would undoubtedly have a teudency 
to excite many of the patients, and 
the surroumling influenees were not 
such «8s should exist under the cir- 
cumstances. It would cause great 
inconvenience to witnesses; besides 
there were no accommodations at 
or near the institution for witnesses 
and those who desired to attend the 
investigation, 

General Clarke wanied the inves- 
tigation conducted in a _ proper, 
dignified manner. He had yet heard 
no gvod reason assigned why it 
should not be atthe Asylum, The 
records were there,and besides “we 
are pot supposed to prove the falsity 
of the charges to the idlers and 
loafers of the county, but to the 
Board,” 

Mr. Coffin said that in conducting 
the investigation he hoped the 
Board would bear in m.nd that the 
Asylum was u.der their sole con- 
trol, and that with the investiga- 
tion held there they could proceed 
as if irquiring into matters pertaiv- 
ing to property of their own. The 
teams belongiug to the institution 
could be used for the accoumoda- 
tiou of witnesses, which would vot 
be more troublesome and expensive 
than to bring to the court-room in- 
mates of the Asylum who are 
ea pected to testify. 

Judge Edwards thought that as 
every citizen of the State is inter- 
ested in the matter the court-room 
would be the proper place for the 
investigation. As regards idlers 
and loafers every Man, woman and 
child of the State who desired had 
a right to listen to the investiga- 
tion. 

W. V/. Bishop suggested that if 
the investigation be vot-atthe Asy- 
lum that it be at theHate Capitol 
in Carson. 

After argument that lasted for 
fully an hour the Board took the 
matier under advisement, and in 
the course of a few minutes Gover- 
nor Stevenson announced that it 
had been decided te hold the entire 
investigation at the Asylum, ars 
that the teams belonging to the in- 
stitution would be used for the 
trausferring back and forth of wit- 
nesses regularly subpoensed. 

After argument as to a proper 
course of procedure, Attoroey- 
Geveral Alexander wascalled upon 
foran oOpivion as to how and by 
whom witnesses should be subpo- 
naed and sworn. tHe said hi 
interpretation of the statute bear- 
ing ov the matter was that the 
Chairman of the Board should sub- 
poena witnesses aod administer the 
oath, 

Alf Chartz, of Virginia City, was 
hereupon sworn in by Notary 
Roff as the official reporter of the 
proceedings of the investigation. 

The Board having read the 
charges preferred, W. W. Bishop 
proceeded to read Dr. Bishop’s an- 
awer, which was lengtby and cov- 
ered probably 20 pages of legal cap. 

At 12:30 P. M. a recess of two 
hours was taken.
